of December 8j 1952 by the Secretary of the Interior and 
Petroleum Administrator for Defense on the subject (NSC I38), 
and welcomed the initiative undertaken raising the secuaity 
and international political problems implicit in the current 
petroleum situation; (b) requested the Departments of State 
W (as coordinator). Defense and Interior (Petroleum Admin- 
istration for Defense), to prepare a study and recommendations 
on the security and international issues arising from the 
current situation^ (c) requested the Department of Justice 
to furnish simultaneously a report to the Council on the 
domestic and legal aspects of the problem; (d) requested 
the Central Intelligence Agency to prepare simultaneously 
a special estimate of the foreign reaction to the situation; 
and (e) noted the objection of, the Attorney General to the 
above actions (N^ Action No, 692), 

In response to the above Council action, the following reports 
have been transmitted to the Council for its consideration 
as NSC 138/1 ; (a) a report by the Departments of State, 

Defense and the Interior (PAD) on the security and inter- 
national issues arising from the ciorrent situation in 
petroleum; (b) a report by the Departments of State and 
Defense on foreign petroleum policy; and (c) a report by the 
Department of Justice on the grand jury investigation of 
the international oil cartel. The Special Estimate of 
foreign reaction to the situation requested of CIA has been 
circulated separately as SE-28/1, The Attorney General and 
the Secretaries of the Interior and Commerce have been 
invited to participate in action on NSC I38/I with the 
Council, the Secretary of the Treasury and the Director 
of Defense Mobilization.

On February 23 , 1951 » the Senior NSC Staff agreed that the 
NSC 79 project on United States and allied war objectives 
should be completed in two sections and that the section on 
the above subject, including a plan for reduction and regula- 
tion of armaments and armed forces, should be completed as a 
matter of priority. On May 24, 1951 » the Senior Staff agreed 
that the completion of this project would provide an important 
backgroimd for obtaining popular support for U, S, national 
security policies. 

Report by the Secretaries of State and Defense in connection 
with the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council (NSC 
Action No. 511) and approved by the President as NSC 112 , On 
July 10, 1951, the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the 
first step toward completion of this project and that further 
work would proceed in the light of Council action on NSC 112 . 
Awaiting re-exaraination by the Senior State Member of this 
project and the one below, with a view to expediting their 
completion or proposing their cancellation.

The Council, at its meeting on September 3, discussed NSC 
135/1 and referred it to the Senior NSC Staff for revision 
(see NSC 135/3). The Council also noted that the President 
directed the Secretaries of State and Defense and the 
Director for Mutual Security jointly to undertake, in con- 
sultation as appropriate with other departments and agencies, 
the preparation of materials necessary for a re-examination 
of the amomits and allocations of resources to various 
areas in terms of kind, quantity, timing and priority, to 
determine; (1) whether a general increase in the level 
of free world programs and military forces is required 
to deal with the several threats 5 (2) whether the present 
allocation of resources as between U.S. military forces and 
other free world forces is appropriates (3) whether the 
present balance between military assistance and the various 
types of economic assistance is appropriate 5 and (M-) whether 
these allocations are in proper relationship to the threats 
facing the United States in Europe, the Far East, and the 
Middle East, to the Importance of these areas for U.S. 
security, and to United States commitments. The materials
